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Washington Jan 7 In the United
States supreme court today opinions
were handed down by Justice Harian-
in several cases Involving the question
whether it was competent for the secre-
tary of the interior upon receiving and
approving the map of definite location
of the Northern Pacific road in the
states of North Dakota and Washing-
ton to make an orderS withdrawing
from settlement odd numbered sections
of the lands within the indemnity
limits

The test case in the list came from
Jforth Dakota the title being Fred
Hewitt plaintiff in error versus Emil
alhd Fredericks Schultx The land In
question was settled upon by Hewitt in
188 but hie proof of settlement was
rejected on th ground that the land
had been wittHfruwn In 1878 by the sec-
retary of the Interior as within the
limits of the Northern Pacific indem-
nity The raliroa4company then sold

land to Schultz and his wife anl
they entered upon possession of it
Hewitt immediately began proceedings
to recover the hind and todays de-
cision which is final was in his favor
reversing the supreme court of North
Dakota

The derision of the court supported
the holding of Secretary Vllag ren-
dered In IMS which decision has since
been followed by the Interior depart-
ment The court stated that while It
was true that previous to that date the
department had pursued the opposite
